1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: the features 190 and 182 do not appear to have been identified. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by 
the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the a middle section 
connected at a top seam and a bottom seam as claimed in claim 1 , the sheet material 
being a laminate of a polyester cover and PVC backing as claimed in claim 3,and the 
top fold, middle fold and bottom fold as well as the top pocket connection as claimed in 
claim 19 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The structure and the attachment of the upper pocket claimed at the end of claim 19 
does not appear to have been show or described in order to derive a complete 
understanding of what is being claimed. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 13, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Adams 791 . 

Adams teaches applicant' concept of providing a tri fold garment bag having a 
front, rear and side joined at seams with binding with a zipper on the front and pocket 
on the rear spaced for folding. Note also the top and middle strap handles 55secured at 
their ends to the rear panel and the handle connector 56 joining the handles when the 
bag is folded. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Berliand GB '764. 

Berliand also teaches a tri fold garment bag comprised of front and rear panels 
joined by a side gusset panel. The front panel has a zipper at 26 and the rear panel 
has pockets at 138,140 and upper44 and middle 46 handles with ends attached to the 
rear panel It is noted that the upper handle appears to be longer than the middle 
handle. 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 2 above, and further in view of Hutchinson PCT '023. 
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To have provided the flexible material as a polyester with a PVC backing to 
protect the clothing would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Hutchinson. 

10. Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 9 above, and further in view of King et al 
794. 

To have made the top strap handle longer than the middles trap handle to 
function as a support strap for the garment bag would have been obvious in view of 
King et al at 30. 

11. Claims 11,16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 1 0 above, and further in view of Adams 791 . 

To have further provided a member to attache the handles together when the 
garment bag is folded would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Adams. 

12. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 14 above, and further in view of London' 456. 

To have provided a clamp at the cop of the bag for securing hangers would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by London 

13. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 16 above, and further in view of Arpin '100. 

To have provided a bottom pocket in the inner side of the rear wall for storage of 
items would have been obvious in view of Arpin at 17 and 19. 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other bag constructions.
